NEW LONDON, CONN., March 20.— An appalling accident happened on 


Long Island Sound soon after midnight this morning. 


While the passengers of the Fall River line steamer 'Plymouth were 


sleeping peacefully intheir 'berths, there was a terrific crash and several 
lives were crushed out in a. twinkling. 


The steamer Tauntory, one of the freight boats of the Fall River line, 


had crashed into the steamer Plymouth o,f the same line, which left New 
York*yesterday afternoon carrying upwards of five hundred pasengers. 


Shrieks of the dying and injured drowned the shouts of the 
officers. 


Fifty feet of the upper works of the Plymouth were carried away in the 
crash but she was able to come into harbor under her own steam. 


The officers who remained cool th roughout, mustered the crews at the 


stations and prepared for the launching of two boats and the life barges. 
Pumps were tried and it was found that the Plymouth wag not making 
•water enough to indicate any danger of sinking. lii the meantime it was 
found that six persons were dead or fatally injured while nearly a dozen 
rnore were seriously hurt. The Plymouth steamed into New London, 
sending up signals of distress and whistling for aid. Tugs were sent to the 
assistance of the Taunton, which had apparently been seriously damaged 
in the collision. Only a collision of th e bulkhead on the forward part of the 
vessel saved that from goIBg to the bottom.

At New Orleans 
this morning the stage was 19.6 feet, 
.1 foot above the previous high water 
of 1897. 


"The 
conditions from Memphis 


southward continue extremely critical. 
Further developments depend almost 
wholly upon the ability of the levees 
to hold the water." 


Memphis, Tenn., March 20. — It 
is 


believed that the crest of the Missis- 
sippi river has reached Memphis and 
that a fall will begin within less than 
12 hours. 
However, the conditions 


that exist above Memphis with the gap 
in the levee at Trice's Landing, Ar- 
kansas, make it a most difficult and 
uncertain matter to forecast what is 
likely to occur in the flood situation. 


While the crevasse was not widened 


to any appreciable degree the levee 
is overtopped a short distance further 
to the north, and the flooded Missisip- 
pi is discharging much water at both 
this point and at the crevasse. 


A difference of between four 
and 


five feet exists in the height of 
the 


water on either side of the levee at 
the cre\asse, and the rnsh of water 
through the opening is terrfic.

In 13. & 0. Yard Here Thursday Night, John Sorke 


Being Severely Hurt by a Fellow Laborer 


Joe Kovats—Latter Arrested. 


Ab a result of hard feeling that has 


existed between them 'for some time 
the cause of which could not be learn- 


ed, John Sorke, a Hungarian laborer, 


v/as viciously assaulted and cut about 


0 o'clock Thursday night, by a fellow 


workman, Joe Kovats. 


The men were employed in the oJ. 


& O. yards on the ash pit, when the 
cutting occurred, and belong to a, col- 
ony of Huns, who have been brought 
to Newark from time to time by the 
H. & O. It is extremely difficult 
to 


glean milch information from them as 
most of them are unable to1 speak a 
word of English. 


Sorke, after the cutting, was taken j 


to his boarding house, at Rudolph Eis- 
eit's, 197 North Cedar street, 
and 


through Mrs. Eisert, a very intelligent 
Germain woman, who speaks Hungar- 
ian fluently, the wounded man's vcr- 
sion of the affair was secured 
wita 


considerable detail of circumstances, 


The two men with, some others, 


came to this country 5ast July, from 
Diesapolgard, Hungary, and came al- 
most directly to Newark. 


Kovats and Sorke boarded at the 


same place on Baltimore street, until I 
Wednesday, when the latter left the. 
place and secured board and room at'i 
Eisert's, as he said on account of the 
surliness and ill temper 
of Kovats. 


There was no open rupture between 
them, but it was evident that they had 
no use for each other. 


Scrke went to Eisert's Wednesday 


afternoon, his bucket was packed with 
his evening lunch and he woiKcd Wed 
ncsday night Thursday several strange 
Hungarians came to Newark, and a 
port of reunion was held at the Bal-' 
timore street boarding house, "which 
Sorke attended. There -was consider- 
able 'liquor consumed, but Sorke re- 
turned about 3:30 in the afternoon and 
Mrs. Eisert said he was perfectly so- 
ber. He slept for a couple of hours, 
and then got up and went to work,' 
his duties being at night. 
i 


Kovats is said to have been consid- 


erably under the influence of liquor, 
and after working an hour or so, fell 
into a doze, from 
which 
he was 


aroused by Sorke, who told him to get 


<O work and 
help clean 
an 
engine 


which had come on the pit. Kovats 
replied in a surly manner and made 
no movement to arouse himself. H« 
was again accosted by 
Sorke, 
and 


strong language was used with the re- 
sult that Kovats drew a dirk knife 
with a hlade almost four inches long, 
and plunged it into Sorke's side. The 
man ifeil, as was thought, mortally 
wounded, hut he got to his feet and 
was assisted to the ofHce of Dr. B. F. 
Barnes, on Blast Kain street, who at- 
tended him. 


The physician found that the wound 


was ahaut 
<taree inches long. The 


knife had entered on the right side 
above and to the right of the nipple, 
and between two ribs, ft followed-this' 
course, cutting -entirely through to the 
thoracic cavity, exposing the lung. The 
lung substance however had not been 
touched with the knife, as there is a 
spaco between it and the wall of the 
thorax. The patient was in a condi- 
tion of shock, hut the doctor immedi- 
ately saw that the cut "was not neces- 
sarily fatal as was at first supposed. 
The gaping wound was closed, with 14 
st.iches and th6 man was removed to 
Eisert's place , where he is getting 
along in the best manner possible. 


If no unforeseen complications set 


in he will rapidly recover. 


Kovats is given a bad reputation by 


Sorfce, who says that on two previous 
occasions he was in similar trouble in 
the old country. The last time he serv 
ed nine months for attempting to kil'i 
a man. with a
